WASHINGTON. — Enlisted men 
who received a “first” reenlist- 
ment bonus instead of a “second” 
when they re-upped after April 1 
this year are not included in the 
Defense Department’s promise not 
to take back the difference out of 
their pay, it appeared this week. 
Reason, as explained by tlre 
Army, is that in March a message 
went to the field instructing all 
personnel, recruiting and finance 
officers to consider the “reenlist- 
ment allowance” as a “bonus” in 
paying under the new reenlist- 
ment bonus formula.

| IN SPITE of these instructions, 
individual officers seem ‘te have 
continued to pay the bonus as a 
“first” to men who had previously 
taken the allowance. This was an 
error on the part of individual of- 
ficers, not on the Army’s part, it 
has been decided.

And then too the United States 
must constantly be aware of her 
high position of world leadership, 
and the Code we propose must 
consider the standard of the Ten 
Commandments and of our Con- 
stitution, as well as our pledge to 
the United Nations. 

No Code should‘ overlook the 
watermarks of America’s great- 
ness or bow to the easier courses 
which might entrap more easily 
our men as alleged War criminals 
and weaken their fiber for the 
many ordeals they may face. 

Past history, the story of Korea 
and the crises which faced our 
prisoners of war in that conflict 
were all carefully considered and 
are presented in our report. The 
prisoner of war situation result- 
ing from the Korean War has re- 
ceived a great deal of adverse 
publicity, Much of that adverse 
publicity was. due to lack of in- 
formation and consequent miscon- 
ceptions in regard to the problem. 


A FEW STATISTICS may prove 


mined by Communist propaganda 
in Korea. 

A total of about 1,600,000 Amer- 
icans served in the Korean War. 
Of the 4428 Americans who sur- 
vived Communist imprisonment, 
only a maximum of 192 were found 





Field Problems Conclude

Six companies participated, in 
numerical rotation, with a one-day 
interval for jump-off time between 
units. Each company spent three 
days and two nights on the

The overall problem was divided 
into three separate phases for each 
unit. The opening maneuver in- 





cluded initial movement to con- 
tact with the aggressor, successive 
attacks on enemy strong points and 
the consolidation of newly won 
positions, including the use of night 
patrols. The use of simulated long 
range atomic weapons, in support 
of the general attack, was utilized 
by each cadet unit.

PHASE TWO consisted of secur- 
ing a suddenly designated “critical 
area” by the employment of Army 
Aviation (helicoter) as cadets 
were transported by air to the 
“threatened” region. 

In the final situation, orders 
called for the preparation of com- 
pany defensive firing, probing ac 
tion and_the successful withstand- 
ing of aggressor counter attacks. 

A final series of cadet attacks, 
against positions held by theoreti- 
cally withdrawing aggressor forces, 
ended the problem for each unit.

The contrast with civilian fig- 
ures tells an interesting story. Ac- 
cording to the latest F, B. I. sta- 
tistics, 1 in 15 persons in the 
United .States has been arrested 
and fingerprinted for the commis- 
sion, or the alleged commission, 
of criminal acts. e 

When one realizes that the 
Armed Forces come from a cross- 
section of the national population, 
the record seems fine indeed. It 
seems better than that when one 
weighs in the balance the tremen- 
dous pressures the Ameri- 
can POWs were under. Weighed 
in that balance, they cannot be 
found wanting.

WE EXAMINED the publicly al- 
leged divergent action taken by 
the services toward prisoners re- 
patriated from Korea. The dis 
position of all cases was governed 
by the facts and circumstances sur- 
rounding each case, and was as 
consistent, equitable and uniform 
as could be achieved by any two 
boards or courts. 

As legal steps, including appeals, 
are completed and in light of the 
uniqueness of the Korean War and 
the particular conditions surround- 
ing American prisoners of war, 
the appropriate Service Secretaries 
should make thorough reviews of 
all . punishments... awarded. . This 
continuing review should make 
certain that any excessive sen- 
tences, if found to exist, are care- 
fully considered and mitigated. 
This review should also take into 
account a comparison with sen- 
tences meted out to other prison- 
ers for similar offenses, 

In concluding, the committee 
unanimously agreed that Ameri- 
cans require a unified and purpose- 
ful standard of conduct for our 
prisoners of war backed up by a 
first class training program. This 
position is also wholeheartedly 
supported by the consensus of all 
those whe consulted with the com- 
mittee. From no one did we re- 
ceive stronger recommendations 
on this point than from the former 
American prisoners of war in Ko- 
rea—officers and enlisted men. 

In taking this position and rec- 
ommending this Code, it was point- 
ed out to the committee, 
committee agrees, that in return 
America must always stand be- 
hind.every American upon whom 
befalls prisoner of war status and 
spare no reasonable effort in ob- 
taining their earliest possible re- 
lease back to our side, 


I. Background 


THE FORTUNES OF WAR: 
Fighting men declare it is neither 
dishonorable nor heroic to be 
taken prisoner. In the sénse that 
the victim does not covet it, but 
finds himself unable to avoid it, 
capture is an accident. Often it 
comes as complete surprise. Often, 
too, it is accompanied by injury. 

Nearly always the upshot is pain- 
ful and in the end it may prove 
fatal. And, as in the-case. with 
many accidents, it is “bad luck.” 

But the prisoner is always a 
soldier, adversity despite. Fortune 
can change. The POW must keep 
on searching. It may come by way 
of chance for rescue or chance for 
escape. Opportunity or luck may 
favor him through prisoner ex- 
change, They also serve who only

stand and wait. The Lord helps 
those who hustle in the mean- 
time. 

These are the views of fighting 
men. And of men who have been 


prisoners of war—those who have 
“had it.’ Their convictions, de- 
rived from experience, serve to 
dispel a popular fallacy —the mis- 
conception that a prisoner of war 
is, perforce, a hero. Conversely, 
they do not chalk his capture 
down to inferior performance. 
Everything depends on the indi- 
vidual and the circumstances in- 
volved. 


PUBLIC MISCONCEPTIONS: 
Clearly one should not generalize 
about POWs, lump them all into 

a single slot, or jump from “some 

to all” conclusions. Public opinion 
pocb to settle for generalities be- 
cause they are convenient. The 
some-equals-all deduction, quickly 
arrived at, does not entail bother- 
some thinking. But these handy 
and quick devices serve to dis- 
tort factuality. Misconceptions re- 
sult. If in addition, there has been 
misinformation or lack of infor- 
mation, public opinion may go far 
askew. 

In the case of American POWs— 
in particular, those taken prisoner 
in Korea — misconceptions are 
abundant. For the most part-they 
are based om erroneous generali- 
ties and some-equals-all deduc- 
tions. To, for reasons which will |* 
become clear, the public has here- 
tofore not been fully informed on 
the details necessary for balanced 
judgment. 

Definitions were and are unclear 


‘or lacking. To begin with, just 


what is a prisoner of war? The 
man and his situation may be 
readily visualized. But what is his 
military status? What conduct is 
required of the prisoner in regard 
to enemy interrogation? What 
rules and regulations must he fol- 
low during confinement? What are 
his tights and privileges as codi- 
fied by various international con- 
ventions and protocols? 

What treatment may the prison- 
er of war expect from the “detain- 
ing power,” his captors? What 
conditions are imposed by the so- 
called “laws of war?” Can a POW 
be tried as a war criminal? What 
is a war criminal?

He had been 
out of the Army and Reserves from 
1935 until the war started, 
Assigned to the 88th Div., he rose 
to be first sergeant of the 187th 
Glider Inf. early in 1943. 

By July, 1943,. he was commis- 
sioned a captain in the QM Corps 
went overseas for duty in England, 
France and Germany. He was pro- 
moted to major in 1945 — only 
three years from private’s rank. 

Restless for the Airborne, he 
resigned his commission in 1947 
and re-enlisted as a master sergeant 
with the 127th Combat Engineers. 

Backtracking on Col. Earl's 
military odyssey, he began his 
career by enlisting in 1917 for 
service in World War I with the 
28th Div. Within one year, he 
made sergeant and was commis- 
sioned. 

As a first lieutenant, he served 
in major French battles, returning 
to the United States with the 6th 
Div. where he was commissioned 
as a Regular Army first lieutenant.

N-an admirable burst of candor, a high G-1 officer told this 
paper last week that the present low estate of morale in 
the NCO corps was giving the Department’s personnel people 
their biggest headache. This official recognition of the prob- 
lem as a serious one was heartening to us. We have been 
aware through contacts with the Army’s rank and file that 
the problem has existed for a long time. In fact, not being 
insulated by any official position, we are perhaps in a better 
spot than the G-1 planners to appreciate that a solution to the 
promotion problem, and others, is rather more a matter of 
urgency that may be suspected in the higher staff echelons. 
We have talked to the people involved, the noncoms, and have 
read their letters and we can say with exactitude that these 
people are bitter. 

Se we were deeply gratified to learn that the personnel 
chiefs were concerned over the matter—and might even be 
on the verge of doing something to rectify it. But this feeling 
was deflated by the spokesman’s next words: he thought it 
would “be some years before things are straightened out.” 

Well, perhaps our understanding of the situation’s com- 
yorsy is not as complete as that of the men who deal with 

daily. These men are now in the process of working up 
something they call “a vitalization program” which event- 
ually will cover the whole field of noncom assignment and 
promotion. As we reported last week, this program will 
probably be designed to do three things: 
. Clear out of this new, streamlined Army a let of the 
men who in easier years had been allowed to hang on without 
aes anything much to the whole that was worth- 
while. 
® Give qualified men an unrestricted chance to advance 
to the top NCO rank. 


bad Allow unit commanders to pick their own noncoms, 
to reduce without a lot of red tape men who are found 
efficient. 

Those, in a nutshell, are the final objectives. But before 
those goals can be reached the Army planners see a number 
ef obstacles that must be overcome. These, in the main, are 
typified by older men—almost all of them in the upper non- 
com brackets—who somehow (the Army believes) must be 
aang out of the way to make room for others who not only 

ve more years of service still before them but perhaps 
are more technically qualified for use in a modern Army. The 
planners are now searching their souls for humane means 
ef overcoming these “obstacles.” Should they:

This means that FHA | may insure 
only 80 percent of the purchase 
price, for instance, and the buyer 
will have to fork over an even big- 
ger down payment.

|able to FHA and the lender. 


THE LAW was originally de- 
signed to give members still in 
service home-buying rights similar 
to those of veterans buying under 
the War II or Korean GI Bills. 
Even though the GI rates were 
raised earlier this year also, the 
two programs are not similar. 

Under the GI Bill the minimum 
down payment is still only two per- 
cent (though lenders may require 
mere). Also, though the VA will 
guarantee only 60 percent of the 
loan or a maximum of $7500, there 
is no limit on the price of the 
house that may be bought under 
the Bill. 

The services have been unable to 
give an accurate reading on the 
number of members who have 
bought under the in-service loan 
arrangement. In most cases the 
Pentagon knows how many certi- 
ficates have been issued but not 
how many of them have been 
actually used to get a loan. Only 
estimate which seems certain is 
that under the new restrictions 
fewer members will be buying.

EUROPE: In setting the age 
limit allowed Reserve officers to 
complete 20 years of active duty, 
it is hoped that Assistant Secre- 
tary Milton will consider the age 
at which an officer was acceptable 
to the Army when he joined up 
in the first place.

Rail Cars at Fort Hood 
Keep Targets on the Go 


FORT HOOD, Tex.—When tank- 
ers at Fort Hood see a target mov- 
ing to their left front at approxi- 
mately 12 miles per hour, it’s not 
a mirage. 

It’s one of the range section’s 
flee: of rail cars. 

The small, simply built gasoline 
engine car used at Fort Hood, is 
the best of its kind. Used for tank- 
ers of the lst and 4th Armored 
Divisions and units receiving sum- 
mer training at North Fort Hood, 
the car is used to carry targets at 
which tankers fire 75, 76 and 90- 
mm shot rounds. 

One of the cars, called “Depend- 
able,” is one of six) such motor ve- 
hicles and one of the smallest as- 
signed to Post Transportation. 

Parked in a_ well-constructed 
work shop which looks as if it 
were built to hold miniature trains 
and equipped with grease pits 
for maintenance, “Dependable” i 
home. 

- . _* 

ON THE DAY scheduled for fir- 
ing, “Dependable, ” along with the 
other trains, is made ready by her 
crew of four mechanics headed by 
Sp-2 Lorenzo Jackson. She is gas- 
sed, oiled and cleaned. After be- 
ing moved onto the track leaving 
the shed, “Dependable” crosses 
the train turntable. By this time 
of the early morning, waiting com- 
manders prepare their tanks, §is- 
sue last minute warnings and in- 
structions, and load their cannons 
for firing. 

"Word is received from the safety 

officer and “Dependable” is started 
by Pvt. Ottis Tucker. The engine, 
started by a hand crank, is then 
ridden down to the main switch 
by Tucker where it is put on one 
of two sets of tracks. 

The small rail car, which car- 


ries the target for the tank gun- | 


ners to fire at, begins its run. The 
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area in which it operates contains 
two tracks—both in a circle with 
the larger circling the small. A 
regular rail switch keeps the cars 
on the right track and keeps them 
from colliding. 

“Dependable,” now on its way 
with a six by six foot panel target 
attached, rumples off down a nar- 
row gulch and. begins attaining 
speed rapidly. By the time it gets 
to the fan (area which tanks fire 
into), it is moving at approxi- 
mately nine to 12 miles per hour.

There is romance in the very 
sound of Morocco. The name 
stimulates thoughts of veiled 
women, Legionnaires in baggy 
trousers arid white kepis, snake 
charmers, rippling. desert sands, 
all the trappings of “Beau Geste.” 
The strange thing is that you will 
find all these things in French 
Morocco, - But you will also find 
much that Hollywood has missed. 
Occupying the northwestern 
corner of Africa, French Morocco 
has a long coastline on the At- 
lantic Ocean. It is about the same 
size as California. 


Climate 


While interior Morocco regis- 
ters great variations between sum- 
mer and winter climates, the 
coastal regions, where most of the 
American bases are located, are 
more moderate. January, the 
coldest month, seldom sees the 
mercury below 35 degrees, but 
the dampness makes the cold pen- 


. etrating. The summer high comes 


in August when the temperature 
usually ranges in the low nineties. 

As long as you stay in the shade, 
it is not too uncomfortable. But 
when the sirocco blows, even the 
shade is no help. Fortunately, 
these searing winds are infre 
quent and are of short duration. 
November to April are rainy 
months; May to October are dry. 


The major American installa- 
tions in French Morocco are in 
Rabat, the capital; Port Lyautey, 
about 25 miles farther up the 
coast from Rabat; Nouasseur, 
which is 20 miles from Casablan- 
ca, about 70 miles down the coast 
from Rabat; and Sidi Slimane, in-

Clothing requirements are vir- 
tually identical for each of the 
Both summer and winter 


lingerie needs should be brought 
from the States. For spring and 
fall, a stole or light wrap is com- 
fortable. Shorts and slacks are 
not worn on public streets. 

For children, bring warm coats, 
sweaters, blue jeans, corduroys, 
and skirts. Bring beachwear and 
play clothes. 

Military personnel may wear ci- 
vilian clothes off duty. A heavy 
coat, sweaters, suits, sports jack- 
ets, and sports shirts constitute 
the basic wardrobe. A dinner 
jacket is not required, but dress 


uniform is frequently worn for 
formal occasions. 


Be sure to bring rainwear for 


. all members of the family. While 


men can obtain shoes from the 
PX, complete footwear needs 
should be brought from the States 
for women and children. Shoes 
available from local shops are 
generally inferior, expensive, and 
uncomfortable. 

Dressmakers. and tailors are 
reasonable, but they bog down on 
fancy work, If you intend to do 
any sewing or have it done, bring 
zippers, thread, sewing notions, 
and simple .patterns. Materials 
are available locally, but quality 
= are much higher than State- 
side. 


Servants 


Servants are usually available 
with no difficulty. They all speak 
French, and some know enough 
English to get by reasonably well. 
Wages for a general maid run 
about $4 to $8 a week, depending 
upon whether she is Arab or 
French. 


Bring Your Car 
Regardless of where you are 


stationed, it is advisable to bring © 


your own car with you. Moroc- 
can roads are quite good. Repair 
facilities are adequate, and spare 
roe are usually available in the 
arger cities for the most popular 
American makes. 

Gasoline is unrationed and sells 
for about 28 cents a gallon. The 
American bases operate service 
stations which dispense gas at 
about 14 cents a gallon. 

Local law requires that auto- 
mobiles be equipped with amber 
headlights for night driving. The 
conversion is simple and can be 
accomplished after arrival for 
about $12. It is advisable to se- 
cure insurance from an American 
firm, since local companies pay 
claims in Moroccan currency, and 


they generally charge higher 
premi 


ums. 

The local currency is the Moroc- 
ean franc, 350 to the dollar. All 
payments at American installa- 
tions are made with military scrip. 
The American Express Company 
provides limited banking services 
at each of the bases. 


ing basic household pocomnition 
uniforms, tobacco, toiletries, and 
cosmetics. In addition, the = 
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All four. bases maintain com- 
missaries which offer staple gro- 
ceries, canned goods, baby foods, 
meats, dairy items, and frozen 
foods. As in the case of ex- 
changes, the commissaries at_Port 
Lyautey and Nouasseur are the 
best-stocked. In addition, Port 
Lyautey has a small fresh-vege- 
table market. 

Civilian shops and markets have 
good supplies of reasonably priced 
meats, fresh fruits and vegetables, 
eggs, cheese, and sea food. Fresh 
foods which are to be eaten raw 
must first be well scrubbed. 

Virtually every type of goods 
can be purchased in local shops. 
However, many items are not 
good buys, because workmanship 
is inferior, prices are high, or 
styling is not compatible with 
American taste. In this category 
are ready-made clothes, appli- 
ances, and modern furniture. The 
best buys are in antique furni- 
ture, leather goods, brass trays, 
hand-woven rugs, and native 
handicrafts: 


Armed forces busses operate on 
all bases, and. between all bases 
and the areas in which service 
families live. 


Medical Care 


Each of the bases maintains a 
dispensary which ministers to 
routine illnesses and to emergen- 
cies. Patients requiring compli- 
cated or specialized treatments 
are evacuated to armed forces 
hospitals in Germany or the Unit- 
ed States for care. Obstetrical 
cases are handled in French hos- 
pitals in Casablanca and Rabat. 


Recreation 


There is no scarcity of recrea- 
tion in French Morocco. Swim, 
ming is quite popular, but the 
undertow along the coast is 
treacherous. So swim only at the 
beaches which military authori- 
ties consider safe. Fishing is also 
a favorite sport, both along the 
coast and in inland streams and 
lakes. Tunny, trout, pike, and 
lobster are found. Nimrods can 
take their pick of gazelle, duck, 


- wild boar, rabbit, quail, partridge, 


and pigeon. Golf and tennis com- 
plete the list of strenuous sports. 

If you prefer spectator sports, 
both Casablanca and Rabat have 
horse and dog tracks. Occasional- 
ly, there are boxing matches, soc- 
cer games, and motorcycle racing. 

Each of the bases has enlisted 
men’s arid officers’ clubs, with.the 
usual programs of activities, the- 
aters, libraries, hobby shops, and 
photo labs. 

The larger cities; particularly 
Casablanca, offer all sorts of social 
and recreational facilities. There 
are good motion-picture houses 
showing fairly recent films, sev- 
eral fine restaurants, and a few 
entertaining night clubs. - For 
those who want to wander farther 
afield, Tangier, the Mediterranean 
countries, and all of Europe are 
accessible by excellent air connec- 
tions or by your own car, the ferry 
from Tangier to Gibraltar for 
European destinations, 


Rabat 


Rabat, a city of about 150,000 
population, is the seat of the Sul- 
tanate and of the French adminis- 
tration. It is beautifully situated 
among coastal orange groves. The 
downtown area is modern, its 
broad boulevards fringed with 
gleaming white buildings. Away 
from the heart of the city, the 
old quarters offer the contrast of 
narrow, winding streets; eld, 
crowded buildings; and tiny cub- 
byholes where native artisans ply 
their craft.

Rooms are small, closets inade- 
quate or eign vr Floors are 
usually til rugs neces- 
sary for werent, Heating is fre- 
quently by fireplace. 

Refrigerators are almost never 
supplied by the landlord. If a 
kitchen stove is furnished, it is 
likely to be a small, inefficient, 

electric moder or a wood 

stove, In some instances, electric 
light fixtures are not provided. 
Most housing is offered unfur- 
nished; furnished housing is 
sparsely equipped at best. 

A one-bedroom unfurnished 
apartment generally rents for 
about $90 a month. A two-bed- 
room house may run around $125. 
Utilities are additional, and land- 
lords usually require three or four 
months’ rent in advance. ~ 

Bring complete furniture with 
you from the States, but avoid 
bulky pieces, for you ‘will have a 
space problem. Even if you are 
to occupy some of the rare fur- 
nished quarters, you will prob- 
ably need and want your. own 
furniture. Wardrobes will be a 
great ‘help in compensating for 
lack of closets. Be sure to in- 
clude lamps, linens, bedding, 
cooking and eating utensils, sil- 
verware, glassware, kitchen. gad- 
gets, and bric-a-brac. 

The current in Rabat is 110- 
volt, 50-cycle, AC, but there are 
frequent cut-offs which make it 
unreliable. Dependence upon 
electricity to operate large appli- 
ances is unwise. Bottle gas and 
kerosene are both readily availa- 
ble and are much cheaper than 
electricity. 


Bring a refrigerator with you; 
if it operates on kerosene, it will 
offer more satisfaction than an 
electric model. Avoid ‘electric 
heaters, and bring one or two 
small, unvented kerosene heaters. 
It is wise to bring an apartment- 
size kerosene or butane cookstove. 

Bring your radio; reception is 
good, although a short-wave band 
is needed to bring in Europe. 

Don’t bring your washing ma- 
chine, since electric current does 
not permit satisfactory operation. 
Laundries and laundresses are 
available. If you are particularly 
partial to any small appliances, 
such as a mixefor vacuum clean- 
er, bring them along; but remem- 
ber that labor-saving devices are 
not a pressing need, since you 
will have household help: 

The Air Force operates an ele- 
mentary school through the 
eighth grade in Rabat. Curricu- 
lum and teachers are Stateside 
imports, and the level of instruc- 
tion is considered excellent. There 
is no local high school, but stu- 
dents may attend the Navy-oper- 
ated high school in Port Lyautey, 
some 25 miles distant. The Air 
Force provides. school | busses 
daily. Youngsters who do not 
commute may use. University of 
Nebraska correspondence courses. 


Port Lyautey- 


Located on the coast, some 60 
miles south of Spanish Morocco, 
Port Lyautey has a population of 
about 35,000. The Port Lyautey

Hous- 
ing in Port Lyautey is similar in 


‘every respect to that in Rabat, 


except that it runs about 10 per- 
cent cheaper. The situation as to 
current and electrical appliances 
is identical. 

Mehdia Beach is slightly more 
primitive; however, about a hun- 
dred Navy families are living 
there with no il] effects. The only 
electrical appliances permitted at 
Mehdia Beach are radios and 
lights. The current is the same 
as on the base. All major appli- 
ances must operate on kerosene 
or butane. Housing is usually 
about 25 percent cheaper at. Meh- 
dia Beach than in Rabat, although 
you may have to invest in im- 
provements. 

Both an tieetelietass and a high 
school are maintained on the base. 
The curricula and standards of 
instruction are Stateside. The 
staff consists of accredited Ameri- 
can teachers. School busses are 
operated for the students. 

There are a number of clubs 
for base personne] and their fam- 
ilies on the station, in Port Lyau- 
tey, and at Mehdia Beach. In 
addition, the exchange maintains 
a restaurant on the base. 


Novasseur 


About 20 miles from Casablan- 
ca, Nouasseur AFB takes its name 
from the adjacent Arab village. 
The village itself is much too 
small and limited to offer any at- 
traction to Americans, and they 
depend on the resources of Casa- 
blanca. 

The base maintains. bachelor 
quarters but no family housing. 
Private rentals in Casablanca are 
similar to those in Rabat, except 
that rents tend to be bigher, and 
there are some luxury villas and 
apartments available. Rents for 
housing which would be of inter- 
est to American families range 
from about $90 for a one-bedroom 
apartment te $200 or more for a 
large villa.- Off-base current in 
Casablanea is identical with that 
in Rabat, as is the situation with 
respect to appliances. 

There are both elementary and 
high schools at Nouasseur AFB. 
The level of instruction and fa- 
cilities meet Stateside standards. 
Air Force busses transport .chil- 
dren daily from the Casablanca 
area. There are also satisfactory 
French and Swiss nursery schools 
in Casablanca. 

Personnel stationed at Nouas- 
seur. are fortunate in that they 
have ready access to Casablanca 
and. all that that metropelis hag 
to offer. Ih addition to the usual 
big-city facilities and attractions, 
“Casa” has a sizable American 
colony, and many military fami- 
lies join the social) . activities of 
the resident Americans. 


Sidi Slimane 
Sidi Slimane AFB is also named 


for its adjacent Arab village. On 


a broad, sandy plain about 35 
miles from Port Lyautey, the base 
is roughly midway between the 
ocean and the mountains. 

The climate at Sidi Slimane 
differs from that at the other U. S. 
bases in Morocco, and it is not a 
change for the better. In winter, 
the temperature freqiently drops 
to the freezing point. This is 
rather hard to believe in the sum- 
mer, when the mercury may shoot 
as’ high as 130 and remain there 
for several days at a time. 

Personnel are upon 
Port Lyautey for private rentals. 

There is a Stateside-type ele- 
me school on the base, but

Apparently RCA 0h set out to make string quartet music ap- 
peal to a broader audience by presenting this modestly-priced disk. 
It contains some excerpts from quartets, plus arrangements for 
quartet of other music that is usually. The selection ranges 
from the highly romantic Andante Cantabilé by Tchaikovsky to 
the normally spritely Age of Gold Polka by Shostakovitch. Un- 
fortunately, the latter does not go over. Its comic effect is lost 
with the removal of the woodwinds. 

I think the record would be of greatest use to the person who 
wants to get into chamber music by easy stages — someone who 
would like to understand the mysteries but who isn’t willing to do 
much work at it. The artists are given opportunity to demonstrate 
their skill individually and as a group, and they are obviously .of 
very good quality. I think it would be nice if RCA were to set 
them to a more demanding task; they would probably acquit 
themselves well.

Menmeratt, Sunless Cycle; Prokofiev, Five Songs; Gretchanin- 
off, Six Songs. Maria Kurenko, soprano, with V. Pastukhoff, piano. 
(12” Capitol P-8310) $4.98. 

An excellent performance of some music that is rarely heard. 
The songs are sung in the original Russian, which presents no diffi- 
culties to Mme. Kurenko, She appears to sing them with great 
delicacy, subtly inflecting the words so that the feeling of each 
song becomes quite clear even though the words themselves are not 
understood. 

The music itself is on the lugubrious side—what used to be 
called “typically Russian.” This is particularly noticeable in «the 
“Sunless Cycle,” a group of melodies that celebrate the sadness 
that is born of frustration. 

Mme. Kurenko’s delivery of the Moussorgsky songs is very in- 
teresting and beautiful. She almost speaks them, while going along 
the melodic line. It’s a far cry from operatic singing, but not fully 
in the lieder tradition. She manages, however, to be quite moving. 
Capitol’s engineers have done their usual fine recording job.

Prokofiev, Complete Suite from the ballet “Chout” Op: 21a, and 
Lt. Kije Suite, Op. 60. Paris Philharmonia Orchestra conducted by 
Jascha Herénstele.

A better-than-good performance of one of Prokofiev’s less famil- 
jar scores is backed up with the fairly popular Lt. Kije. “Chout” 
is an excellent work, which deserves to be heard more often, As 


,a ballet, it presents many staging difficulties. Not the least of 


them is that the story is so bizarre that audiences (who are not 
accustomed to having the ballerinas slain early in the game) don’t 
like it. 

The music, however, stands on its own as some of the best. work 
that Prokofiev has ever done. It exemplifies his bent toward the 


satirical while remaining melodic. Grotesque ideas are expressed - 


in music that is a pleasure to hear. In the Lt. Kije Suite, the satire 
is handled with greater. delicacy by the composer. Conductor Horen- 
stein. does an admirable job, and the whole is excellently recorded.

Speed is of the essence when 
a finish is being put on wood 
around the house.

A DAY IN THE BLEACHERS, 
by Arnold Hano. Illustrated 

by Robest J. Lee. Thomas Y. 

Crowell, N.Y. 153 pages. $3. 


Arnold Hano, a free-lance New 
York writer, describes his own 
athletic career as being “com- 
pletely undistinguished.” He 
made ball boy on his college ten- 
nis squad, and he became score 
keeper and reporter for the base- 
ball team. 

By. the time he got into the 
Army; ‘He became coach of the 
boxing team at Fort McClellan, 
Ala. His team lost every match. 
At Fort Shafter, Hawaii, he man- 
aged a softball team that finished 
last. 

But with this book, Hano makes 
up for all of his past athletic de- 
feats. .He has- produced one of 
the best books ever written about 
baseball. 

Hano was ‘one of the 52,751 
people in the Polo Grounds when 
the Giants opened last year’s 
World: Series against the Cleve- 
land Indians. “A Day in the 
“Bleachers” is a minute-by-minute 
account of the way Hano spent 
that day. 

He describes the waiting in line, 
the inevitable comparisons of old 
and current players, the purchase 
of edibles. He conveys his dis- 
gust of the spectators who don’t 
know what they’re watching. 

The book, just like the game it 
describes, reaches a powerful 
climax when pinch-hitter Dusty 
Rhodes steps into the batter’s 
box and wraps up the ball game 
with a homer to right field. 

The author has a keen ear for 
the dialogue of baseball fans 
(particularly of the variety that 
likes to yell “Stick it in his ear, 
Sal, boy!”). He also picks the 
unusual out of the crowd — the 
umpire with the unusual signals, 
the fan who collects money to buy 
a watch for a player whe makes 
$35,000 a year, and the female 
Dodger rooter who attends the 
game to see the Giants lose. 

Hano is a real old-fashioned 
baseball fan. He likes to watch 
batting practice, and Bob Feller 
doing pre-game push-ups, and 
Willie Mays throw the ball home 
during field practice. In this 
book, he conveys his love of base- 
ball to the reader. In fact, he 
convinced this reviewer to go out 

and see a ball game.

® How can I remove mildew 
from fabrics?

* How can I keep the sharp 
edge on knives? 

The sharp carving knives should 
be kept separated from each 
other. If kept together they will 
lose the sharp edge from contact 
with other blades. 

© How can I keep celery crisp? 

By washing thoroughly and 
keeping in the refrigerator for 

a few hours in a pitcher of cold 
Gates. Add a teaspoonful of salt. 

© How can I clean ordinary 
window shades? 

Rub with wall paper cleaner. 
Holland shades should be 
stretched tightly on floor or table 
and tacked down, then scrubbed 
with hot suds and brush. Rinse 
with brush and warm water. Wait 
until almost dry, then iron. 

® How can I remove ink stains

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Ord Colonel Hit Red Smugglers 


As ‘Admiral’ | of the ‘Korean Navy’ 


FORT ORD, Calif. — Lt. 
Col. William T. Stallings, 
deputy . chief of staff for 
plans, 6th Inf, Div., may have 
the unusual! distinction of be- 
ing the only U. S. Army offi- 


cer to command a foreign _ 


navy, to actively engage Chi- 
nese pirates and to capture a 
Russian ship. 


The bespectacled ‘officer looks 
more like .the school teacher type 
than a man who chased heavily 
armed Chinese and Korean junks. 
But it is all on record, and to 
smugglers who spent time behind 
wire after encountering Stalling’s 
small fighting fleet, he was the 
“scourge of the China Sea.” 

It all began in Pusan, Korea, 
in 1947. The 6th Div. was in occu- 
pation and Stallings was assistant 
chief of intelligence. In the latter 
part of January, he learned that 
a Korean junk was pulling out of 
Pusan harbor loaded with U. S. 
military equipment, headed for 
the China coast. 

Stallings left his office at a run, 
reached the harbor and then tried 
to get a boat to pursue the junk. 
There was not a single motor 
craft available. The smugglers 
escaped unmolested and unchal- 
lenged, but the incident started 
Stallings on a project that finally 
resulted in the present highly ef- 
ficient Korean Navy. 

a” ” ~ 

THE HARBOR was full of ships, 
large and small, but none in op- 
erating condition. Stallings went 
to 6th Div. CG Orlando Ward and 
asked permission to recommission 
one of the smaller boats for use 
in policing the harbor. 3 

The general agreed and Stall- 
ings, a former pilot and self- 
taught mechanic; enlisted the aid 
of a motor pool mechanic to help 
him work on the twin Diesels of 
a 45-foot picket boat. It was strict- 
ly an after-hours project, but in 
a week the picket boat -was patrol- 
ling the harbor with the motor 
pool mechanic assigned as skipper. 
Soon two Koreans were hired as a 
crew. ; 

Stallings’ next step was to shape 
up an abandoned Navy PT boat. 
When he had it running and fully 
crewed, coastal patrol was started 
to run down smugglers and pirates. 

The PT boat stayed on patrol 
constantly and Stallings was faced 
with the problem of . establishing 
a supply chain. So he went to 
work on one of the small coastal 
freighters of Japanese design and 
put it to sea with a trained Korean 
crew on a regular supply run up 
and down the coast from Pusan to 
Chin Hay. 

When two British destroyers put 


in at Pusan, Stallings was intro- 


duced by Gen: Ward as “Admiral” 
and the title- stuck.

PRINCIPAL PATROL activity,

breeding grounds. 

The U. S. Fish: and Wildlife 
Service, which controls dates with- 
in which the states may set seasons, 
says flights on all flyways are ex- 
pected to be the best sincé 1952. 
State game administrators may se- 
lect specific seasons within a gen- 
eral framework of Oct. 1 to Jan. 
15, 1956. Last year, the cutoff 
date was Jan. 10. 

And despite pressure from Mary- 
land, California, Ohio and, perhaps, 
elsewhere, the ban on baiting stays 
in effect. 

. > > 

HUNTERS IN the Atlantic fty- 
way will have their 60-day season 
of last year extended to 70 days 
this year. Mississippi flyway bunt- 
ers get their season jumped from 
55 to 70 days. Central flyway hunt- 
ers get a similar increase of. 15 
days, for a 75-day season: The 
Central flyway season on geese, 
however, is still 60 days. 

The Pacific flyway, only one to 
get an increase last year, (five 
days) retains the same 80-day sea- 
son this year because the number 
of ducks is expécted to be about 
the same. 

States may again elect to set split 
seasons but may divide the ‘seasons 
into unequal periods, which they 
could not do last year. Bag and 
possession limits are the same as 
last year, with a few local excep- 
tions.

Biggest selling item so far has 
been earrings, although the Wains 
also make cuff links, pins, and pen- 
dants.

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WASHINGTON.—Pentagon reaction to a bill which wees give veterans free college 
time in return for service in Reserve component units seems to 


Veterans coming off active duty two years from now will be required to serve in 
Reserve units, But the time between now and then forms a big gap. 


To filt it—and Reserve units— 
all the services would have to do 
is offer the college time, say a year 
for each satisfactory year of Re- 
serve service. 

An idea advanced by several top 
Army officials interested in the bill 
is to stop the benefit any time the 
vet-Reservists misses more than 
one drill in a quarter. There would 
be exceptions for such things as 
illness and deaths in the family. 

The school benefit would back 
up the present policy, under which 
a veteran can shorten his Ready 
Reserve time by Serving in units. 


THAT THE educational benefit 
will receive very careful considera- 
tion by top level Army officials is 
seen in a recent statement by Army 
Chief of Staff Maxwell Taylor. He 
said the Army “will make every 
effort to achieve a truly Ready and 
trained Reserve. under the provi- 
sions of the new Reserve Forces 
Act. At the same time, we shall 
continue to exhaust every effort to 
recruit and retain in our Army Re- 
serve and National Guard units 
volunteers with prior service to 
form the backbone and leadership 
mecessary for a truly Ready Re- 
serve.”

‘Joins’ Local 


Guard Unit for Flood Duty 


FORT WADSWORTH, N. Y. — 
An artilleryman from the 526th 
AAA Bn. at Fort Hancock, N. J., 
spent a seven-day leave in the serv- 
ice of his local National Guard 
unit. 

PFC Carroll Krautter went home 
on a three-day pass to Newfound- 
land, Pa. on Tuesday, Aug. 16. 
The heavy rains of hurricane Diane 
made him decide to leave early to 
report back on time. But authori- 
ties forced him off the highway 
Friday morning because of danger- 
ous road conditions and flooding. 

Arriving back at his hometown 
he hurriedly phoned his unit, stat- 
ing the conditions which would 
cause him to return late. 

The rains continued and New- 
foundland.in the Poconos was in- 
undated. Every available man was 
used for rescue work. Krautter 
was enlisted by Maj. Robert Schae- 
fer of the local National Guard 
unit to aid in the work. 





Krautter, 22, with 13 months in 
the service, gladly gave assistance 
to his storm-wracked neighbors but 
was worried about his status back 
at his unit. He explained the situ- 
ation to Maj. Schaefer, fearing that 
he would be awol if he did not 
return soon. The major waved 
aside his pleas and said the work 
thefe was more important.

TELEPHONING his unit, Kraut- 
ter was granted a cumulative seven- 
day leave which would allow him 
four more days at Newfoundland 
to help in aiding the stricken town. 

The only exit from the town 
could be made by helicopter and 
priority was given to the injured 
and the sick. With the Guard he 
worked continuously giving assist- 
ance to the stricken and homeless.

Uniform Pay 


THE ARMED FORCES Reserve 
Act of 1952 makes provision for 
payment of three types of allow- 
ances for uniforms and equipment 
for officers of the Reserve. com- 
ponents, and for two types of allow- 


ances for uniforms and equipment 


of officers of the AUS without 
component and the AFUS without 
component. 

An officer of a Reserve compon- 
ent or of the Army of the United; 
States without component, is en- 
titled to an initial uniform allow. 
ance as reimbursement for the 
purchase of uniforms not to ex- 
ceed $200, upon: 

1. First reporting for active duty 
for a period in excess of 90 
days; or 

2. Completion, as a member of 
a Reserve component, of not 
less than 14 days’ active duty 
or active duty training; or 

3. Performance of 14 periods— 
of not less than two hours’ 
duration each — of inactive 
duty training as a member of 
a Ready Reserve component. 

The allowance is not payable to 
an officer who has performed duty 
as a member of a Reserve compon- 
ent or Army of the United States 
without component within two 
years after separation from a Regu- 


or to one who has previously re 
ceived an initial uniform allowanc: 
under the provision of any other 
law, or who performed only duty 
which did not require the wearing 
of the uniform. 

The Reserve components are the 
Army Reserve, Naval Reserve, Air 
Force Reserve, Marine Corps Re 
serve, Coast Guard Reserve, the 
National Guard of the United States 
and Air National Guard of the 
United States. 

Is an officer entitled to the al 
lowance at the expiration of two 
years following separation from a 
Regular component of the armed 
forces, notwithstanding an assign-. 
ment to active duty within the two 
year period? 

Yes. At the expiration of two 
years the allowance is payable if 
the officer otherwise meets the 
qualifications for the allowance.

No Plans Afoot to Send 


Dependents to Korea 


WASHINGTON.—Travel of de- 
pendents to Korea remains banned 
by the Army in spite of rumors to 
the contrary. 

Reports from Seoul that 100 sets 
of family quarters will be ready for 
American service personnel on Jan. 
1 were received with a puzzled 
shrug in Washington. 

Sources in the office of the Depu- 
ty Chief of Staff for logistics said 
that there were no family quarters 
projects being sponsored in Korea 
By the Army. 

Before any such sponsorship 
would be undertaken, Deplog 
would. have to receive approval 
from G-1 for family travel to 
Korea. In G-l, a spokesman said 
that although the matter has been 
mentioned, there is no intention of 
giving approval to quartering de- 
pendents with their military spon 
sors in Korea. 

There was no information here 
on the reported housing project, 
said to be a $1,500,000 apartment 
in which the first 100 units are now 
nearing completion. 

There was speculation that the 
project was being built- by Korean 
interests in hope of easing the de- 
pendent ban and of inducing the 
American Army to stay in Korea,

WASHINGTON. — Men who 
“crack up” under the strain of com- 
bat will be treated as soldiers, not |- 
patients, under Army policy set 
down in regulations. 

A revised version of AR 40-216 
sets forth the policy on handling 
“neuropsychiatric disorders” re- 
sulting from combat. The treatment 
procedure is not new. But it has 
never before been set down as a 
part of an Army regulation. 

Says the regulation: “I ncombat, 
treatment will be instituted early, 
as near the front as possible, and 
in a military rather than a hos- 
pital atmosphere. Early return to 
duty is desirable . . . This can be 
accomplished only if the medical 
officer (makes) this often diffi- 
cult decision objectively and with- 
out temporization.” 

In other words, the Army has 
decided that the way to treat “com- 
bat fatigue” or “battle shock” is 
not to coddle those affected, to 
treat them like soldiers and to get
